These  com- 
ments, as  well  as  many  complaints  of  peculiar  odors 
coming  from  the  chemistry  lab,  could  be  heard  on  the 
halls  of  CFHS  during  fifth  and  sixth  periods. 

Students  are  required  to  take  two  years  of  general 
science  and  one  year  of  biology.  Those  courses 
prepare  them  for  chemistry  and  advance  biology 
which  are  offered  as  elective  courses. 

The  science  department,  under  the  direction  of 
Mrs.  Tyree,  Mr.  Perry,  and  Mr.  Stine,  renewed  the  old 
tradition  of  an  annual  spring  science  fair  at  Clifton 
Forge  High  School.  There  were  approximately  seven- 
ty-five projects  entered  with  four  prizes  awarded  in 
each  of  the  division-biological,  chemical,  and  physical 
divided  into  junior  and  senior  grouping.  The  awards 
were  presented  in  a special  science  assembly.

Languages  and  Social  Studies 


A knowledge  of  foreign  languages  as  well  as  our  own 
is  of  major  importance  in  today’s  world  relations. 

Five  years  of  English  are  required  of  each  student. 
The  study  of  literature  as  well  as  grammar  helps  the 
student  understand  his  own  language  more  fully. 

The  two  years  of  Latin  that  are  offered  give  the 
student  a basis  for  other  languages.  Students  study

The  1968  edition  of  the  Mountaineer  basketball 
team  can  be  described  in  one  word  — desire.  Although 
they  compiled  a record  of  eight  wins  and  11  losses  and 
ended  up  fourth  in  District  5,  the  players  displayed  a 
strong  will  to  keep  coming  back  and  to  stay  in  the 
game.  The  average  point  loss  out  of  19  games  was  four 
points,  not  to  mention  that  seven  of  the  games  were 
decided  in  the  last  45  seconds  of  playing  time. 

The  Mounties  were  considered  the  most  inexperi- 
enced team  in  District  5.  They  had  one  letterman 
returning  from  the  ’67  squad,  Mark  Dean.  Their 
weakest  point  was  in  the  inexperience  of  the  tall  men, 
Donald  Allen,  Robert  Tyler,  Mike  Kirkland,  Mike 
Harth,  and  Daryl  Clark,  who  drew  many  unnecessary 
fouls. 

Coach  John  Jameson  lauded  many  of  the  players  for 
their  individual  deeds,  especially  Eddie  Hickman,  on 
whom  the  phrase  “most  improved  player”  was  tagged. 

The  best  games  the  Mounties  played  were  the 
victory  over  Fort  Defiance  and  the  one  point  loss  to 
James  River. 

The  third  game  of  the  season  was  a home  game  with 
the  predicted  District  5 champions  Fort  Defiance.  The 
Mounties  got  Fort  Defiance  early  with  good  shooting 
and  the  score  remained  in  “Big  Green’s”  favor  for  the 
entire  game.  This  win  over  Fort  Defiance  wasn’t  an 
upset  or  a freak  win  because  the  next  time  the 


Mounties  met  the  Indians,  it  was  again  a hard  fought 
contest,  but  the  Indians  came  out  on  top.  The 
Mounties  are  credited  with  the  only  defeat  the  Indians 
had  during  the  regular. season. 

When  CFHS  met  James  River,  the  season  was  ending 
rapidly  and  the  Mounties  had  a four  game  losing  streak. 
From  the  tap  of  the  ball,  the  Mounties  combined  team 
work  with  desire  and  led  the  Knights  until  the  fourth 
quarter.  Then  they  suffered  bad  break  after  bad  break 
and  for  three  minutes  they  went  without  scoring  a 
point.  Again,  as  in  the  previous  four  games,  the 
Mounties  landed  on  the  short  end  of  the  tight  score. 
But  Coach  Jameson  described  this  game  as  being  “the 
best”. 

The  regular  season  ended  with  the  Mounties 
downing  Riverheads  for  their  eighth  win. 

Now  the  cry,  as  in  past  years,  was  “on  to 
Lexington”  for  the  District  5,  Group  II  tournament. 
But  this  year  was  not  to  be  like  past  years.  The 
Mounties,  playing  very  poor  basketball,  lost  to  Rock- 
bridge in  the  first  game  of  the  tournament.
